More’ than 
hale of all suicides occur alter 
the age of 46, Three times ax 
many men as women destroy 
themselyes. Men more 
commonly shoot themselves or 
jump off buildings, — while 
women seem to prefer the less 
spectacular measures, such as 
polyon or: gus,
